In taking this step, the United States hereby 
disclaim any disposition or intention to exercise sov- 
ereignty, jurisdiction or control over the island, 
except for the pacification thereof, and asserts its jde- 
termination when that is accomplished, to leave the 
Government and control of the island to its people 
under such free and independent government as they 
may establish.

THE JOINT RESOLUTION. 


The difference between the American 


Senate and House regarding the Cuban 
matter was on the point or recognizing 
(the present alleged Repulbllc of Cuba. 
TbeSPresident desired to be relieved of 
any complications which would arise 
of a recognition of the Republic of 
Cuba. His reasons were, that if the 
TJnitad States recognizing that Govern- 
ment, be, the President, would have to 
cany on war or Intervention In Cuba 
subject to the consent of that Govern- 
ment This might seriously embarrass 
him. 
He could not act (freely and inde- 


pently in moving armies, or attacking 
cities on Cuban soils,, asJhe woojd be 
subject to the dictation of ihat Govern- 
ment, when within Ha jurisdiction. 
That Government is not well settled. 
, The extremists in Congress replied 
to the President: "Never mind the 
Cubam. Government; do&ayou please; 
tnrn it down If it happens to put on

government of Cuba, which is largely 
*ihv4ne saddle." Profound as 'American. 
•ympathy is for the suffering Cubans, 
the hard-beaded men. 'Who must man- 
age intervention and carry on war have 
act an a!t)|dtag faith in the intelligence 
and honesty of the Ctiban patriots. 


Aside from this view of the case, the 


situation of the Cuban debt, guaran- 
teed by Spain may be a serious matter 
to the United States, should the United 
States intervene and free Cuba, the 
liability of the United States to pay 
that debt of $500,000,000 may be raised, 
and unless the interference is very 
guarded, a court of arbitration might 
«nt the United States in a very akward 
position. 


The President seems to have prevail- 


ed in his policy, and acted promptly. 


OUB" NEUTRALITY. 


The European paper* are closely esti 


mating the comparative strengths o 
the American and Spanish navies. Th< 
Daily Mail, (London, says: "One of the 
many reasons for Great Britain's com 
paratlve non-interest in the coming 
war, not the least is our better knowl 
edge of Che Spaniards and tfheir paper 
navy, and our conviction that the 'An 
glo-Saxon will- always defeat the latin 
Indeed, the trend of Britah thought is 
towards surprise that the 'greatest of 
republics should excite Itself unduly 
about so poor a foe." 


British thought recalls the history of 


the days wihen Nelson and Jervis won 
their victories on the Nile, at Cape St 
Vincent and Trafalgar, not because 
-their men were so much superior to the 
Preach and Spaniards, but "because 
they were thoroughly trained to fight, 
and their officers had; the staying qual- 
ities of the Anglo-Saxon race. How far 
these qualities will count in a fight 
with modern ships, remains to be seen. 
It Is safe to ^assume, however, that no 
modem" Inventions' take the place of 
brains and "sand." So that in the esti- 
mate of naval strength merely ships 
and guns are not the only factors. 


Rear Admiral E/rben, whose speech 


in (London at the Jubilee conmmaaded 
so much admiration, said recently at a 
dinner party in New York: "The flrst 
thing in the art of self-defense is to 
keep a civil tongue in your head, amd 
I think we should have done that until 
we were ready for war." The Ameri- 
can navy men who must do the fight- 
ing, the men who are to face the fires 
of hell broken loose in the clashing of 
the battleship naturally feel some- 
what indignant that ithey must fight 
with only a moderate navy, (because the 
country has neglected to prepare for 
war, in the days pest. The price of 
neglect is blood, and it Is their blood 
ttat must 'be paid in, the settlement, 
and not that of the men who are re- 
sponsible for tiie neglect. 


THE HABBOB. 


We stated some days since that one 


of the well recognized principles of 
neutrality was that of refusing to al- 
low either (belligerent the right or op- 
portunity to use the neutral port as a 
basis of supplies or of hostilities. The 
United States, in the Alabama case 
claimed and the arbitrators agreed 
with them, that England should be 
neld strictly responsible for permitting 
the Confederates to get aid and com- 
fort in her ports. 


The United States, whatever her 


moral influence may be over these Isl- 
ands, will not attempt to break the 
force of laws which she has enforced 
cpon Great Britain. 


These Islands until annexed by act of 


Congress, are neutral territory. Tie 
United States will observe the neu- 
trality. If it cam only Ibe maintained 
toy removing the warships from our 
harbor, they will be Amoved. No at- 
tempt will be made to put us in an 
equivocal position, and expose U3 to a 
Spanish attack remote and Improbable 
a* it may be 


On the other hand, if Congress is 


now made to believe that the occupa- 
tion of these Islands, at tie present 
moment, Is an urgent military neces- 
sity, t3»e treaty of ratification will now 
be made, and the next mail will an- 
nounce it- But it will not be done of 
coarse, without sending an adequate 
fleet to-protect us. 


The probabilities are, we presume 


that the Islands will cut no figure In 
the war now probably In progress 
Spain will not scatter her forces In the 
Pacific

The muddle about the wharves and 


harbor facilities, is due, of course, to 
the general lack of policy by the Gov- 
ernment in past yeans, regarding the 
best way of making ithe most out of our 
small harbor. It is an excellent illus- 
tration of the short-sightedness of a 
community. The encroachments on the- 
water front -have continued for many 
years. Men living will remember the 
old fort, whose gate was at the junc- 
tion of Fort and Queen streets. 
Its 


makai wall several hundred feet from 
this gate, was washed (by the tides. 
After the demolition of the fort, filling 
In began, and many thousand square 
feet of land has 'been created, at the 
expense of the harbor facilities. 


We now see that we have no harbor 


room to waste. We cannot even give 
the steam shipping the facilities it 
needs. As there, was no "money in it" 
for the community In general, it has 
been allowed, like other interests that 
don't pay Immediate dividends, to shift 
for itself. 


The contest between the Oahu Rail- 


way Company and the Government 
arises out of the change of a drifting 
policy regarding the harbor to a fixed 
and far seeing policy. 


The Government wisely encouraged 


the promoters of that railway company 
to make large investments, in the In- 
terests of the public. One who reads 
the laws and contracts regarding the 
railway and the harbor may see that 
there was no very distinct policy cm 
the part of -Ehe Government, at that 
time, which reserved the harbor ex- 
clusively to public use. The railway 
enterprise was a live, enterprising and 
most commendable affair. It is so still 
The Government naturally felt gener- 
ous towards it But to what extent the 
Government tied its own hands, and 
cut Itself off, by its contracts said laws, 
from preventing the railway compa.n> 
to secure exclusive wharf rights is a 
matter which the Courts will settle 
The Government Is certainly under 
strong obligations to deal generouslv 
with the railway company 


Witfc the possibility of annexation

But there 
does not seem to be any justification 
or interference unless there Is some 
alliance with the United States, as 
against Spain. It is possible that 
Japan would virtually tender her mavy 
to the United States, in order to secure 
such a result. Possible, but not prob- 
able. A war between Spain and Amer- 
ca means, in the end, the freedom of 
tine Philippines. Some power will take 
them. The United States do not want 
them. Some power will occupy them.

A few 
extra dollars expended now will be the 
•best investment the Government can 
make in this direction,, and I believe 
would toe more cheerfully endorsed by 
every intelligent tax-payer.

Out of 
the fund use a proper iportion to have 
everything labelled and arranged In 
the most attractive and tasteful man- 
ner,

lets of information that can be ob- 
tained, that they may -be disposed of. 
CollectthesampJespf sugar, rice, coffee, 
taro, <pia and fruits and have them put 
up in attractive and preservalble terms. 
Draw from the Board of Education tor 
a futtl exhibit of work from the schools. 
Let the Survey 'Department furnish its 
quota of maps and geogragMcal in- 
formation, our (photographers and ar- 
tists their (best efforts from camera 
and .brush, depicting Island ecenes 
and scenery. Call upon the museum 
and (private collections for their con- 
tribution of articles of historic inter- 
est such as could be readily handled 
and returned.

economic standpoint and concerns 
profits of agriculture, manufacture and 
commerce, It has to the student the 
larger and more far reaching, use in-its 
contribution to geology from the etand- 
ipoint of the fitndy of (freshly created 
soils, down to the late period, In 
wtiftoh these Islands «ame into exist- 
ence. 
The author states that (Hawaiian 


soils are derived from volcanic lavas. 
These have the composition of normal 
ibasalts In some cases, iwhlle to others, 
the same compositions have altered, 
through chemical and mechanical ac- 
tion into radically different substances, 
and^vary In color. In these tranafor- 
ma'tions, the author shows at length, 
the action of steam acid vapors and 
of "weathering." 
The action <# steam is described as 


one of the powerful agents, in the 
changes of conditions. On ;page 12, he 
states what seems to be a &ct of Im- 
portance that the absence of chlorine 
In water dbtalneC&y condensing eteam 
at the crater Indicates that the water 
• of <the«se&»--fiaaiiQt-DeD«tr»ted within 
Mhe rims of the Islands during, vol- 
canic action.

.The author makes a geological 
classification of the soils Into the 
dank red, formed by the simple 
•weathering of normal lavas, 
the 


yellow and red light soifts, in the for- 
mation of which eteam and sulphurous 
vapors have mainly acted; atfd also itflie 
sedimentary soils, whieto are derived 
from the decomposition, of lavas at 
higher altitudes, and have (been re- 
moved to lower altitudes by rainfalls. 


There is, again, a climatic classifi- 


cation of the upland sons, formed at a 
lower temperature, containing a larger 
percentage of organic matter and ni- 
trogen, and with a lower (percentage of 
plant food in an avaflaMe state, and 
the lowland soils tormedMinder higher 
temperatures', and lesser rainfall, con- 
taining less organic matter and'nitro- 
gen than the upland soils. The per- 
centage of available plant food is 
larger, owing to aocnamlationfl from 
the upper lands, and the smaller rain- 
fan upon the lower levels. 
The conclusion is, and in this, 


scientific research (becomes eminently 
useful and practical, that the dark red 
soils and sedimentary soils have more 
fertilfty than the yellow or Mgfct red 
soils. Tables of analysis are set forth 
which Justify this conclusion. 


The author gives to us a clear de- 


finition and origin of "laterltes" which 
are tbe red earths or ochres, found 
widely dfetribated over the surface of 
•the earth in many places. l«yell, Dar- 
<win and others have described tbe«e 
silicates of ahunina and oxides ot 
iron, «a they ara found at the Giants 
Caueeway, in Ireland, and" in India, 
and North America. Tie indefinite 
view* of these observers as to their 
formation, lying upon (baaaltic or trap 
rocks, have been explained by the 
author of this treatise, who has had 
the rare advantage of .watching the ac- 
tual (formation, of «e*tatf the great 
oatoral laboratory in operation. In 
thte respect this treatise la a valuable 
contribution to knowledge. 


The Author alto treat* of the process 


of "weathering1," and the resultant
